LADIES LOIVDON AND PARISIAN FASHIONS. 
The last ball at the Tuileries was most brilliant.-— 
The number of persons invited a.mouiited to four thous­ 
and five hundred, and the majority appeared in fancy 
dresses. 
Hungarian, Highland, and Greek costumes 
were very numerous, and were greatly admired. 
7’he 
splendid uniforms and decorations worn by the gentle­ 
men, and the profusion of diamonds worn by the ladies, 
rendered the eovp d'œil one of the most 
<- 
that can be con®civo<l. 
A t twelve o’clock supper was 
announced, the first service being laid for the Royal 
Family and about five hundred ladies ; other services 
w'ere afterwards prepared successively for the rest of 
the company. 
The young Princesses wore robes of white tulle, the 
one ornamented with flowers, and the other with 
ribands. 
Both wore their hjir dressed with bouquets 
of flowers. 
The simplicity of the dress of the Countess d’Or*** 
excited great admiration. 
The robe was composed of 
dentille de soie without any trimming ; and her coi/- 
fu r e was of a bandeau of diamonds, placed across the 
forehead. 
These diamonds were superb ; all large and 
equal in size. 
A robe of rich crimson velvet was ornamented up 
the front of the jupon with two double rolls of pearls, 
which were so arranged as to have the effect of lacing 
together the two sides of the robe en tablier. 
The 
lacings cressed each olher, and widened gradually from 
the waist to a little distance below the knee, where the 
rows of pearls were terminated by a superb tassel.— 
The sleeves of this dress were formed of three sabots 
of tulle, over which descended a drapery of velvet, 
forming a continuation of the folds of the corsage. 
A foreign lady of high rank wore a dress of white 
velours d*Ispahan, trimmed with a deep lace flounce, 
which was fastened up in festoons at equal distances by 
agrafes set with precious stones of various colors. 
The 
sleeves were short, and very small, but over them were 
worn wide Iwce sleeves, a la Venetienne, fastened on 
the shoulders by agrafes of colored stones. 
The cor­ 
sage was draped. 
The coiffure worn with this dress 
was a turban a la Juive, formed of very light blonde 
gauze, and in the centre of the forehead was a superb 
ornament, composed ofjew elsof evpry hue. 
Many ladies wore ceintures of satin, the flowing ends 
o f which wore as broad as scurfs. 
When the corsage 
is pointed in front, the waist is frequently terrninaled 
merely by a piping. 
Cords and tassels are no longer 
seen, and waistbands and buckles are solely confined to 
neglige. 
Gloves arc worn very short. 
The elbow is always 
left uncovered. 
Indeed, the fashiomble gloves are 
merely quantelets, having the tops invariably trinmied 
with riband, forming a circle of rozettes, terminated by 
long flowing ends. 
Sleeves.—Short sleeves arc made in the first in.slance 
nearly tight to the arm ; then over these tight sleevtg 
are placed two or three sabots. 
These may be either 
of the same luateriul as the dress, or white tulle. 
The 
latter is e.tceedingly fashionable ; and certainly nothing 
imparts such grace and lightness to a colored dress as 
white sleeves. 
Some sleeves are made in the follow­ 
ing manner :—One large bouffant of velvet or satin, 
and under it a second bouffant of blonde or tulle, ter­ 
minated by a full rulH 
At olher times, the sleeve has 
under the first sabot merely a continuation of the tight 
sleeve, upon which are placed two ruches of tulle, de­ 
scending nearly to tho elbow. 
Over long white sleeves 
there is usually a small drapery of the same material as 
the dress, ioim'm" jockeys. 
Long sleeves of tulle are 
lometnnes made open, and fastened up with bows of 
riband. 
It is by no means indispensable that the sleeves 
should bo of tho same material as the dress. 
With a 
dress of colored satin or velvet, the sleeves are often 
formed entirely of coques of white satin riband. 
For 
this purpose, no less than 20 yards of riband are em­ 
ployed. 
W e have seen this/unfasie reversed, and the 
sleeves of a white crape dress, composed of cogues of 
pink satin riband. 
'I'he ceinture consisted of a broad 
pink satin riband, fringed at the ends.

O f the same outrageous and empirical character, is 
the many repeated attempts of this man to restore the 
sight in cases of confirmed Amaurosis, or Gotta Serena, 
by the application to the eye itself, o f his trash, under 
the name of eye-waters.

If then he expects to escape the just indignation of 
those whom he has defrauileii and injured, let him re­ 
turn to his original insignificance in the purlieus of Lon- j 
don ; and learii in future that wlieii the unfortunate poor 
of iVew England stand in need of medical aid, they are 
able to call upon those who have attended in the 
Hos­ 
pitals and Infirmaries of Europe, as pupils and students, 
and not in the c.ipacity of a menial und errand boy, 
Re.spectfully your oh’t. servant, 
EDtVARU J. DAVENPORT.
